When 
you intend to offer As-salàt (prayer), wash your faces and your hands 
(forearms) up to the elbows, rub (by passing wet hands over) your 
heads and (wash) your feet up to the ankles. ” sûrat Ai-Màïdah (5:6). 

Prayer is one of the greatest acts of worship by which a person seeks 
nearness to Allah the Almighty. In prayer a person must be in a good 
appearance and pure condition for performing it before the lord of the 
universe. This can’t be done without performing ablution, a must 
requirement for the validity of prayer.

Allah the Almighty says: “ O you who 

believe! When you intend to offer As-Salât 
(prayer), wash your faces and your hands 
(forearms) up to the elbows, rub (by 
passing wet hands over) your heads and 
(wash) your feet up to the ankles.”

©Make intention (Niyyah) in the heart. 
©Wash the whole face. 

©Wash the arms up to and including the 
elbows. 

© Rub the head (with water). 

© Wash the feet up to the ankles. 

© Performing the acts of ablution should be 
in order. 


Mentioning Allah’s name at the beginning 
of Wudü’, by saying bismillâh (in the Name 
of Allah). 

The Prophet sg| said: “There’s no Wudü’ for 
him who doesn’t mention Allâh’s name 
upon it. Narrated by Abu Dawüd, al Tirmidhî, imam 
Ahmad and Ibn Mâjah. 

Washing hands up to and including the 
wrists 3 times 

Beginning with the right side then the left. 
Repeating each act 3 times for ail works of 
ablution. 

Running water between one’s fingers and 
toes. 

Rinsing the mouth, and inhaling water into 
the nose with the right hand. 

Wiping the inner and the outer part of the 
ears. 

Rubbing means passing the hand over the 
washed part while washing. 

Performing the actions of Wudü 
successively without interruption.

I start by making intention (Niyyah) in the heart, without uttering it and say: 

Bismiilâh (in the Name of Allah). 

I wash the hands up to the wrists three times, rub between the fingers, and 

avoid wasting water during ablution. 
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I take water up with the right hand and rinse my mouth three times. 


Note: it’s permissible to perform ablution by doing each act once, twice or three 
times, and what exceeds this is exaggeration and wastefulness of water. 
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I use my right hand 
to inhale water into 
the nose, then I use 
my left hand to blow 
water out. I repeat 
this 3 times. 
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I wash my face 3 
times from the ear to 
the ear, and from the 
forehead, and the 
root of the hair to the 
chin . 
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I wash and rub my right hand to above the elbow three times, 
starting from the fingers, and rubbing the hand to the elbow and a little 
above just to make sure, then I do the same to the left hand. 

The Prophet said: “You must perform ablution thoroughly. Woe to the 
(dry) heels, because of hell fire. (agreed upon). 
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I wipe both my wet 
hands over my head 
from the front to the 
back and from the 
back to the front once. 
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I wipe my ears with 
water from inside 
and outside once 
without lifting my 
fingers off while 
wiping. 
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I wash my right foot to the ankle 3 times, and exceed a little beyond the ankle to make sure, 
then I run the fingers between the toes with the little finger of the left hand, starting with the 
tips of the toes up to the foot, making sure that water has reached between the toes. I 
should not forget to wash the heels, then I do the same with the left foot. 

The Prophet f| said: “You must perform ablution thoroughly. Woe to the (dry) heels, be- 

cause of hell fire.” (Agreed upon) 
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At the completion of ablution I say: “O Allah make me of those who repent to you, 

and those who purify themselves”. 

’Ashhadu ’an là ’ilâha ’illallâhu wa ’ashhadu ’anna Muhammadan ‘abd Ullâhi wa ra- 
soluhu. Allâhummaj ‘alnï minat-tawwâbeena waj ‘alnï minai- mutatahireen.

© Washing a part more than 3 
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Tayammum can be performed if no clean water is 
readily available, or if water may cause the sick person 
harm due to iilness. Tayammum is permitted by Allah 
the Almighty to hâve mercy and kindness upon His 

servants. 
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Allah the Almighty says: 

“ But if you are ill or on a journey, or any 
of you cornes after answering the call 
of nature, or you hâve been in contact 
with men (i.e sexual intercourse), and 
you find no water, then perform 
Tayammum with clean earth and rub therewith 
your faces and hands. Allah doesn’t want to place 
you in difficulté but He wants to purify you, and to 
complété His favour to you that you may be thankful.” 





( Surât Al- Mâ’idah 5:6) 

Tayammum is nullified by the same reasons that nullify 
ablution, and also by the availability of water and recovery 
from iilness. 
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How to Perform Tayammum 
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I say “Bismillâh” 

(in the Name of Allah).

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(1) It is narrated that the Prophet H§ struck the ground with his hands, 
blew off the dust, and then wiped his face and forearms. (Agreed upon). 



• Uttering the intention at the time of ablution doesn’t nullify ablution, 
but it is not approved by the Prophet . 

• Wasting water while performing ablution doesn’t nullify it, but one 
who does so will be sinful. 

• If water has not reached the part which must be washed, such as: not 
washing the whole face, the end of the elbows, under the watch and 
ring or between the toes, then ablution would be nullified. 

• Not conducting Istinjâ’ will nullify purification. ( Istinjà’: cleansing the 
private parts with water after urination or défécation) 

• Wiping the neck in ablution doesn’t nullify it, but it is not approved by 
the Prophet . 

• Not removing stuck things such as wall paints off the hands and nail 
polish shall nullify ablution, because both things completely prevent 
water from reaching the organs. So they should be removed with 
cleansings, then ablution will be performed, otherwise it should not 
be accounted. 
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
